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Refugees In 'One World' 
The mass ex odu s of Hu ngarians who hav e 
q u it believ ing there can be a better day u nder 
the heel of the Sov iet boot is spreading lik e 
ripples in a pond. 
Ev ery nation in the enlightened areas of the 
world is receiv ing men, women and children 
fleeing from the age of dark ness the Krem­ 
lin s reaction has inflicted on its satellites. 
The dissemination of Hu ngarian cu ltu re and 
blood ov er so large a part of the earth will 
leav e its mark in history , along with the great 
migrations of hu man popu lation from Hu ngary 
an'1 the Balk an cou ntries to the United States 
in th te 19th centu ry . 
Bu t there is. a v ast difference between the 
refu gees of today ’s “one world” and the. emi­ 
grants of other times. Today ’s refu gees who 
hav e q u it hoping for improv ement u nder Ru s­ 
sian oppression are sy mbols of defiance to their 
oppressors. They are not seek ing opportu nity 
in a new world so mu ch as they are rejecting 
the drab fu tility of life u nder the worst prac­ 
tices of an old world. Most of them nev er will 
see America. They will try to pu t together the 
remnants of their liv es in Au stria, France and 
Britain. 
Bu t by leav ing Hu ngary , they hav e joined 
the non-Commu nist world. They hav e fled from 
dark ness into light. Whether they fled on foot 
or in airplanes, they hav e shown why oppres­ 
sion cannot su cceed. When men hav e a choice, 
they will nev er be slav es. 


Friendship 
Probably the ru dest su rprise that came ou t 
of the su dden split between Washington and 
London ov er British v iolence in Egy pt was the 
su dden 
disenchantment 
of 
Americans 
who 
thou ght 
international 
friendship 
was 
lik e 
personal friendship — ev erlasting and steadfast. 
More su rprises of the same natu re will come 
along if the British and French cannot mak e 
Americans absorb the conseq u ences of the Su ez 
Canal being ou t of operation u ntil nex t spring. 
Unless oil su pplies large enou gh to tide them 
ov er are forthcoming from U.S. sou rces, they 
will seek them from the Sov iet Union. There 
already is a su bstantial British opinion for 
abandoning the North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation, whose pu rpose was to k eep western Eu * 
rof'e from being cowed by Ru ssia’s military 
power. 
Wnat passes for international friendship is 
international ex pediency . The Ru ssians became 
“friends” of the United States when their help 
was needed in the war with Germany — and 
when they needed U.S. help. Today , the Ger 
mans are “friends” of the United States in the 
cold war against Ru ssia, as are the former­ 
ly despised Japanese. 
Ex pediency , not sentimentality , mak es inter­ 
national friendships. Ex pediency mak es U.S. 
friendship desirable with Britain and France— 
and ex pediency work s both way s. They need 
the United States, too. Bu t if they do not get 
what they want here, they will look for it else­ 
where. 
Friends are where y ou can find them when 
nations are balancing power in the endless bat­ 
tle for su rv iv al, which is what is happening 
at an accelerated pace in 195 6. 


Something Extra 


There is ev ery reason to think this will be a 
mink -lined y ear for Santa Clau s. Americans 
cou ld not ask for a happier sign of the times. 
Christmas bu y ing started ou t modestly in the 
earlv y ears of the 20th centu ry . It was con­ 
fined then to relativ ely small items 
in 
the 
necessity category , plu s bau bles lik e special 
candy . Only the ex tremely wealthy cou ld afford 
to think of it as a major spending operation. 
This y ear at the height of the bu y ing season, 
disposable personal income is at a lev el of 
$28 8 billion. Department store sales in mid- 
Nov ember were 7 per cent abov e their rate 
of a y ear ago. All records will fall. 
Income is widely distribu ted. Christmas bu y ­ 
ing has become an occasion for millions of 
U.S. families to bu y something ex tra—some­ 
thing to mak e a net addition to their satisfac­ 
tion of liv ing. Whether it prov es to be a more 
u p-to-date necessity su ch as a new stov e or 
one of the ex pensiv e trink ets adv ertised in the 
slick magazines this y ear, it represents a ges­ 
tu re of satisfaction with the statu s q u o—the 
same gestu re made by the majority of Ameri­ 
cans who went to the polls last Nov . 6. 
Only in the United States is enou gh wealth 
produ ced and enou gh income distribu ted widely 
enou gh to mak e Christmas bu y ing a major 
factor in bu siness. 
Only in the United States can millions go 
into partnership with Santa Clau s from Thank s­ 
giv ing to Christmas Ev e. No one who hasn’t 
>eer it and tak en part in it cou ld believ e it. 
it is credible, therefore, only to Americans— 
ind sometimes it seems too good to be tru e 
or ev en a case-hardened nativ e.

Religion In And On The Job 
A Straight Course

Cities throu ghou t the cou ntry 
these day s are wrestling with the 
problem created by mu shroom­ 
ing growth in the nu mber of au to­ 
mobiles in u se. It is a problem 
common to almost ev ery ty pe of 
commu nity , large and small. It 
springs from the desire of the av ­ 
erage citizen to own and driv e his 
own car to work , to mark et, to 
school, and to social and recrea­ 
tional ev ents. 
Du ring the bu siness week , there 
are hou rs of the day when traffic 
mov es bu mper to bu mper on main 
streets and at bu sy intersections, 
and where to park has become one 
of the v ital q u estions facing tiie 
motorist ev ery time he tu rns the 
ignition k ey . 
For the most part, it is a trou ­ 
blesome problem that leav es tem­ 
pers short and nerv es on the 
jagged edge. Many a day has end­ 
ed in fru stration du e to being 
cau ght in an u ny ielding jam of 
slow 
mov ing 
v ehicle 
or 
fru it­ 
less search for a park ing place. 
Bu t there is one time du ring 
the week when the traffic problem 
tak es on an entirely different com­ 
plex ion. It isn’t materially redu ced 
in size or intensity , especially du r­ 
ing the peak period. And the park ­ 
ing q u estion is no less v ital at 
this time. Bu t, the pace is differ­ 
ent; the attitu de of the motorist is 
different; the whole approach to 
“getting there”, and “getting back ” 
is different. That time is Su nday 
morning. 


On most any Su nday , at chu rch 
time, long lines of cars are head­ 
ed down the main thorofares of 
American 
cities, 
bou nd 
f or 
chu rches 
of 
all 
denominations. 
They 6 tack u p for a half-a-block 
or more at red lights. They mov e 
and stop, and stop and mov e, be­ 
fore negotiating a tu rn. Yet, there 
is no impatience, no horn blowing, 
no lost temper, no jangled nerv es. 
Once near the chu rch, park ing 
again becomes a problem. Bu t a 
choice space is gladly y ielded to 
the other fellow, and it is no great 
chore to park three or fou r block s 
away and walk the distance. 
Then, when the serv ice is ov er, 
there is no hu rry , no ru sh, no 
pressu re to get home as soon as 
possible. At no other time of the 
week are there so many cou rteou s 
driv ers on the road. 
Chu rches, too, hav e been wrest­ 
ling with the traffic and park ing 
problem. Many now hav e their own 
park ing facilities and arrange for 
special direction of the 
S u nd a y 
morning flow of cars. 
Fortu nately , howev er, the prob­ 
lem on Su nday morning continu es 
to ex ist. Ev en more fortu nate is 
the fact that the problem does not 
seem so real on Su nday morning. 
Perhaps that is becau se the driv er 
is in a different frame of mind 
when he sets ou t for chu rch. Bu t, 
shou ld his frame of mind be any 
different on the other day s of the 
week ?

cording to the “Daily Work er” of 
“protecting the rights of employ es 
and the well-being of the indu stry .” 
What this means is that this con­ 
ference is going to do something 
against what they call black list­ 
ing. 
The cash-pay ing pu blic decides 
whether it will or will not contri­ 
bu te to the ability of Commu nists 
and others to earn a liv ing. 


IT IS A MATTER of taste. For 
instance, I am fanatical on the 
su bject of not bu y ing goods from 
behind the iron cu rtain. There are 
hu ndreds of thou sands of Ameri­ 
cans who refu se to spend their 
money su pporting people whom 
they regard as enemies of their 
cou ntry 
and 
of 
their 
civ iliza­ 
tion. 
If a soap manu factu rer wants 
to u se a Red to adv ertise his soap, 
that is his bu siness, bu t I do not 
hav e to bu y his soap and I shall 
not do it ev en if the Su preme Cou rt 
were to say that the soap is not 
to blame. 
There are other soaps, and tak ­ 
en all-in-all, they are pretty mu ch 
alik e and I can bu y a cak e of 
soap that does not pay a wage , 
to a Commu nist. 
That is the essence of what is 
called black listing. Sooner or later, 
j 
the soap people and the adv ertis­ 
ing agencies discov er that when 
some folk s are connected with a 
show, too many people stay at 
home or sk ip to another telev ision 
show. 
So by the laws of economic de­ 
terminism, which the Commu nists 
believ e is sou nd, they decide to 
employ somebody else. 


CERTAIN PLAYERS and direc­ 
tors, produ cers and writers dis­ 
cov ered that this is v ery bad bu si­ 
ness bu t there is little they can 
do abou t it, becau se nobody has to 
go to a mov ie show or look at tele­ 
v ision, and if one does, it is for 
entertainment and not to get the 
adrenal glands all work ed u p ov er 
some character’s politics. 
If a leading Commu nist were to 
tak e a job on a certain popu lar 
q u iz program, I wou ld nev er lis­ 
ten to it or u se the produ cts of 
that company althou gh I listen to 
it now, to enhance my k nowledge 
as mu ch as to be amu sed. 
Ju st as these performances are 
giv en to win a person’s goodwill 
for a produ ct, so they can win his 
ill-will by doing something offen­ 
siv e. 
It is a two-way street and where­ 
as those who shriek abou t the 
rights of this or that person are 
probably correct in their attitu de 
as to rights, they mu st also con­ 
sider taste and distaste which hav e 
as mu ch to do with a ju r’^rnent 
as to which tooth-paste is prefer­ 
able or whether one will u se one 
face cleanser or another or ju st 
soap and water. 
••• 
IT IS FOR THIS reason that all 
efforts to end what is called black ­ 
listing hav e failed. Whereas it is 
tru e that a man has a right to earn 
a liv ing at the job of his choice, 
it is also tru e that another man 
has a right not to participate in 
the first man’s effort to earn a 
liv ing. 
The right to refrain is one that 


there are many who refrain from 
su ch enterprises as displease them. 
For instance, if I refrain from 
listening to rock -n-roll or from 
watching a gy rating singer who 
reminds me of a whirling derv ish, 
that is strictly my priv ilege, ju st 
as it cou ld be Elv is Presley ’s 
priv ilege to refrain from listening 
to Bach on a harpsichord or to the 
flu te mu sic of Frederick the Great. 
If more refrain than listen, the 
adv ertising agencies will s a v e 
their money by pu tting on Bach 
who is in the pu blic domain. 
The whole matter is really as 
simple as this: if the v iewers of 
adv ertising on telev ision prefer to 
v iew another program, the adv er­ 
tiser loses money and drops the 
program. Theirs not to reason 
why ; theirs only to watch the 
Trendex and cash in.

French or British spok esmen in 
the press or in the parliaments. 
Congress holds the pu rse strings 
and 
is sensitiv e abou t foreign 
criticism. 
The demands for America to 
side with Britain and France and 
forget ev ery thing else 
that 
has 
happened will only add 
to 
the 
complications. London and Paris 
shou ld k now that American hearts 
are 
close 
to 
the 
British 
and 
French people no matter what the 
issu es or the criticisms. 


PRESIDENT 
EISENHOWER 
tried to ex press ju st that thou ght 
in his brief statement from Au gu s­ 
ta on Tu esday . 
Bu t when all is said and done, 
a realistic cou rse has to be fol­ 
lowed by the United States. 
A 
policy has to be shaped to fit the 
changing 
circu mstances 
of 
a 
trou bled world. 
It will not av ail to hav e the 
United States play the part cf a 
leader who tries to boss the show 
and tell other nations what to do. 
There can be only an appeal to 
reason—a setting forth calmly of 
the basic principles that mu st gov ­ 
ern all free nations in their rela­ 
tions to each other and in their 
efforts to liberate the oppressed 
peoples in those lands where dic­ 
tators still hold sway . 
America is not on 
any body ’s 
side ex cept the side of ju stice. The 
j q u estions that hav e inflamed the 
world in recent day s are su scepti- 
; ble of solu tion if there’s a retu rn 
to considerations of moral law in 
i the world. 
Obv iou sly the Sov iets hav e been 


1 at the bottom of the Middle East 
trou ble. They sent arms to Egy pt 
for the pu rpose of alarming the 
Israelis. 
It was inev itable that a clash 
wou ld occu r when the Commu nists 
started to fish in waters already 
trou bled by y ears of strife. The 
Sov iets now are brazenly adding 
to the tensions in the Middle East 
by sending arms to Sy ria. 


BUT CAN ONE gov ernment be 
allowed to threaten the peace of 
the world and incite other nations 
to mak e war on each other? How 
can small nations be assu red of 
their political independence and 
the protection of their territorial 
integrity ? 
It is important for American 
spok esmen not to lose sight of 
these basic issu es ev en as the 
desire is ex pressed that the Brit­ 
ish and French withdraw t h e i r 
forces from the Su ez. Nor can 
the United States fail to insist 
promptly that the canal dispu te be 
left to some arbitration tribu nal. 
The issu es there are plainly le­ 
galistic. “Sov ereignty ” is an u n­ 
derstandable term, bu t so also is 
“good 
faith” 
in 
k eeping the 
solemn pledges 
written into a 
treaty . Specific concessions grant­ 
ed by treaty to a canal company 
cannot be 
arbitrarily 
abrogated 
with the cry of “nationalization.’* 


THE WHOLE WORLD situ ation 
is interrelated. Either the United 
Nations will become effectiv e in 
liberating the peoples of the so- 
called satellite cou ntries by calling 
for the v olu ntary withdrawal of 
all Sov iet troops, thu s pav ing the 
way for the abandonment of all 
military alliances on both sides— 
which wou ld mean 
leav ing 
thfe 
matter of enforcing peace to the 
world organization—or else there 
will hav e to be more alliances and 
ev entu ally another world war. 
There is a God-giv en opportu ni­ 
ty now for American statesmen to 
persu ade all peoples that the time 
has come to assert their will so 
that ty rants and war-mongenng 
dictators 
will 
be 
driv en 
from 
power. 
It’s a great chance to mobilize 
pu blic opinion in Asia, Eu rope and 
Latin 
America 
behind 
moial 
law. If that shou ld fail, military 
force will regrettably become the 
only answer.

You hav e only to look at the ad­ 
v ertising in y ou r newspaper to see 
that a record driv e is on to coax 
dollars ou t of y ou r po cket. 


Bu t on the other hand the Gu ar­ 
anty Tru st Co. of New York in its 
December su rv ey ou t today say s 
hopefu lly : “Thrift has become re­ 
spectable again.” It notes the 
clamor of indu stry for more fu nds 
to finance its grandiose ex pansion 
s c h e m e s and say s that only 
throu gh sav ings can this demand 


i be met. 
The pressing need for more cap­ 
ital also ru ns lik e a t h r e a d 
throu gh all the meetings this week 
in Florida of the Inv estment Bank ­ 
ers Assn. of America. Indu stries 
say ing 
they 
mu st 
hav e 
more 
growth fu nds inclu de steel, atomic 
energy , railroads, electric u tilities. 
The bank agrees, say ing “The 
economy appears to be facing a 
period of growth and ex pansion as 
spontaneou s and dy namic as any 
that occu rred in the past.” It 
cites the needs of a growing popu ­ 
lation and the progress of indu s­ 
trial technology in creating more 
new procu sts and also whole new 
indu stries. 
The First National City Bank of 
! New York ’s ex ecu tiv e v ice presi­ 
dent, Alan H. Temple, agrees that 
sav ings mu st be encou raged as 
tl;e best way to end the tight 
money bind. ~

COLUMBUS, Ohio <£>—An offi­ 
cial o f the Co mmunicatio ns Work­ 
ers of America (CWA) say s he is 
disap p ointed in the “final” con­ 
tract offer submitted Friday night 
by the struck Ohio Consolidated 
Telep hone Co. 
Curtis Fletcher, national direct­ 
or of the CWA, said that from ap ­ 
p earances the contract offer “is 
little if any better than the first 
p rop osal which the union reject­ 
ed.” 
The offer was p rep ared at the 
urging of Gov.

An eighth holiday (Good Friday !

demand for short-hour tours in the 
main comp any exchange in Ports­ 
mouth, and an increase in termina 
tion p ay . 
Present wage scales range from 
$1 an hour for beginning clerks to 
$2.40 an hour for p lant switchmen 
with six y ears exp erience. 
Sho rter Wo rk-Day 
A short-hour tour is a work-day 
of less than eight hours—with 
usually extra help p ut on during 
p eak hours—for which an emp loy e 
receives a full eight hours p ay . 
In its offer, however, the com­ 
p any insisted that, the union p ledge 
itself not to strike over issues that 
can be submitted to arbitration. 
It asked that the union shop p ro­ 
vision of the old contract be drop ­ 
p ed in favor of maintenance of 
union membership .

Some truckers had contended the 
law is unconstitutional because 
the tax is not collected from all 
trucks. Another claim they make 
is that the amount of the tax does 
not rep resent a fair share of the 
cost of Ohio roads.

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Floyd Patterson Stops Moore To Win Heavyweight Title 


Scores Kayo 
In 5fh Round 


Patterson May Not 
' Box Again Until June

CHICAGO UR — Floyd Patter 
son, the incredible youngest world 
heavyweight champ ion in history, 
today p eered over the wreckage 
of a p athetic Archie Moore to a 
golden future against 
a mixed-up 
crowd of contenders. 
But toss in Eddie Machen, Hur­ 
ricane Jackson, or Willie Pastra- 
no as anxious challengers, and 
still the 21-year-old Patterson may 
not defend his newly-won title un 
til June. 


Patterson, the kid with tremen­ 
dous class, Friday night knocked 
out light heavyweight champ ion 
Moore in 2:27 of the fifth round 
in their showdown for Rocky Mar­ 
ciano’s v a c a t e d heavyweight 
crown. 
This nationally televised Chica­ 
go Stadium bout was not a fight. 
It was a quick slaughter. The 39- 
year-old Moore entered the ring a 
9 to 5 favorite, resp lendent in a 
black velvet robe, trimmed in 
gold. That was the only time he 
dazzled an announced crowd of 
14,000. 
Moore p awed hop efully for four 
rounds, but he had no defense for 
the quick-p unching, relentless for­ 
m er Olymp ic middleweight cham­ 
p ion. Archie was slashed over the 
bridge of his nose in the third 
round. This was the first time 
Moore, a veteran of 157 fights 
over 20 years, was ever cut. 
Came the fifth and ep ic round. 
Patterson slip p ed to the floor in 
what ap p eared an amateur swip e 
at 
Mocre. 
But 
sizzling 
Floyd 
quickly 
righted. 
P a t t e r s o n 
smashed a whistling left hook to 
the jaw. Moore was dump ed. Old 
Arch struggled to his feet at Ref­ 
eree Frank Sikora’s nine count. 
Patterson moved in like a but­ 
cher. 
A left p rop p ed up Moore, then 
Patterson 
whammed 
across 
a 
right and down went Archie again. 
This time, he struggled to his 
feet as Referee Sikora counted 
nine or ten — it never was clear 
which to ringside observers. At 
any rate Sikora waved a finish 
to the fight and the bell sounded 
amid the roar of the crowd. For a 
moment, it wasn’t certain whether 
Patterson had scored a TKO or a 
knockout. The officials finally said 
it was a knockout. 
This was a moment sup reme 
for Patterson, who was informed 
he was a father after the fight. 
His Wife, Sandra, gave birth to 
a 6% p ound girl in a Brooklyn 
hosp ital before Floyd step p ed into 
the ring against Moore. 
Referee Sikora and Judge Me 
Manus had P a t t e r s o n ahead 
through the first four rounds. The 
other judge John Bray, called it 
a draw, 18-18. 
Moore 
still the light heavy­ 
weight king came in at 187% 
p ounds against 182% for Patter­ 
son.
